linked up with the 
Daily Mirror to organise a 
HOPE not hate campaign 
that sought to highlight 
the positives of multiracial Britain 
and to prove that, warts and all, 
the majority of people from 
different backgrounds can live 
happily together. 

The focus of the campaign was a 
two-week bus journey across 
Britain. Starting in Liverpool, the 
old London bus travelled across 
the north of England before 
heading down to London. 

We visited schools and 
community groups, football 
grounds and TV sets. We hosted a 
food festival in Manchester and 
linked up with pop stars and TV 
celebrities. The aim throughout 
was -— to highlight what is good in 
our society and to prove that 
HOPE can win over hate. 

The team was basically the same 
as last year. From Searchlight there 
was its editor Nick Lowles and 
Matthew Collins. The Mirror was 
represented by senior features 
writer and all-round top woman 
Ros Wynne-Jones and 
photographer Chris Greive, and 
our video team consisted of Gregg 
MacDonald and Andy Benfeld. 
A change from last year’s line-up 
was our driver Kevin Smith.

120,000 people. 

The Daily Mirror carried an 
account of our progress each day 
and on 30 April, the day before the 
election, an eight-page 
supplement in the paper urged 
people to vote for HOPE not hate.

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ONE OF THE MOST REMARKABLE achievements of the tour 
was when all the players of Rotherham United and 
Dagenham & Redbridge wore our HOPE not Hate T-shirts 
during the warm-up for their vital League Two game. 

Rotherham United has taken the lead among football clubs 
to push anti-racism within the ground and wider community, 
while Dagenham & Redbridge FC has long been associated 
with our campaign. A page in the programme was given over 
to HOPE not hate and a positive anti-racism message was 
given from the semi-circle at half time. 

All this followed an event in Rotherham town centre, 
with performances from among others the Maltby Miners 
Welfare brass band.

MANCHESTER’S ALBERT SQUARE was the setting for our international 
food festival, an attempt to show how food from other countries is very 
much part of our daily cuisine. Nine local restaurants and food producers 
supplied food for the people of Manchester to sample. 

There was Bury black pudding, Lancashire hot pot with a north African 
twist, Spanish, Indian, Chinese, Japanese, Jewish, Holland's pies and 
Galloways pies. 

Judging the food were Ready Steady Cook’s Alan Nutter and Hairy 
biker Dave Myers. Joining them were Tom Hudson, who plays Paul 
Clayton in Coronation Street, local singer Rowetta and the chart 
topping band The Kooks. 

“| think it’s an absolutely brilliant idea that everyone is coming 
together,’ said Andrew Nutter. 

“This is great isn’t it,’ said David Myers, in between mouthfuls of pies 
and paella. “You can cruise round the world from one end to the other.’ 

He was particularly pleased to see sacks of Bury Black Puddings. 

“Every country has its black pudding. Vietnamese black pudding, Spanish 
black pudding, morcilla, Boudin noir. It’s a multicultural dish.” 

Rowetta was no casual observer of the campaign, she had 
actually signed up to HOPE not hate online. 
“| think it is brilliant. I've been looking on the 
website, looking at what you are doing. 
I'm Jewish and black and it’s unbelievable 
that there are people who are still racist.’ 

The judges toured the stalls, tasting 
all the food available. “I think the 
meat and potato pie was a bit 
heavy to start with,’ smiled Dave 
Myers. “But | seem to be coping.’
